“Trout streams are growing 
scarce,” Tanner said. “And once 
they are destroyed they are hard 
to resurrect.” : 

“How transitory a trout 
stream? geologically speaking,” 
he asked, “Trout value of a river 
is very short-lived. And even if we 
are able to keep planting trout, 
changes in bank artificiality caus- 
ed by streamside cottage and home 
development: wi-eecur and-—we 
have lost.” 

Tanner said it gets down to 

aesthetic. values. He fears that’ 
zoning controls on land use will 
come too late. : ; 
- He. listed.such needs-as county- 
wide zoning, septic tank codes reg- 
ulating size and distance from 
streams, littering curbs’ through 
zoning, controls on size of docks, 
and filling in of banks, 

Tanner also outlined what the 
state is presently doing to preserve 
trout streams. He said proliferation 
of dams for artificial lakes are a 
growing concern: ~~ : 

The fish expert warned that 
methods and controls of years past 
are. Row outnioded. New—pebistion 
control. moves are either adopted 
in recent legislattion or are in the 
drafting stage. But the time to be- 
gin acting to preserve such at- 
traction as the AuSable is now. 

Eddy said ‘‘man’s mishandling 
of his natural resources is one of 
our biggest problems at present. 

“The excellence of the AuSable 
as a trout fishing mecca is fragile. 
Dwellings along its Danks are det- 
rimental to fish habitat. Water 
temperature of the river is rising. 
Trees are being removed. 

“But these trends .are change- 
able. The key is the acceptance of 
the public that: it is its responsi- 
bility. The future of the AuSable is 
in the hands of those who love it.’
